(c) To furnish to the Secretary a 
complete report of all meetings and 
such other available information as he 
may request; 

(d) To appoint such employees as it 
may deem necessary and to determine 
the salaries, define the duties, and fix 
the bonds of such employees; 

(e) To cause the books of the Board 
to be audited by one or more com-
petent public accountants at least once 
for each marketing year and at such 
other times as the Board deems nec-
essary or as the Secretary may re-
quest, and to file with the Secretary 
three copies of all audit reports made; 

(f) To investigate the growing, ship-
ping and marketing conditions with re-
spect to walnuts and to assemble data 
in connection therewith; 

(g) To investigate compliance with 
the provisions of this part; and 

(h) To recommend rules and regula-
tions for the purpose of administering 
this subpart. 

§ 984.45 Procedure. 
(a) The members of the Board shall 

select a chairman from their member-
ship, and shall select such other offi-
cers and adopt such rules for the con-
duct of Board business as they deem 
advisable. The Board shall give the 
Secretary the same notice of its meet-
ings as is given to members of the 
Board. 

(b) All decisions of the Board, except 
where otherwise specifically provided 
(see § 984.35(d)), shall be by a sixty-per-
cent (60%) super-majority vote of the 
members present. A quorum of six 
members, or the equivalent of sixty 
percent (60%) of the Board, shall be re-
quired for the conduct of Board busi-
ness. 

(c) The Board may vote by mail or 
telegram, or by any other means of 
communication, upon due notice to all 
members. The Board, with the approval 
of the Secretary, shall prescribe the 
minimum number of votes that must 
be cast when voting is by any of these 
methods, and any other procedures 
necessary to carry out the objectives of 
this paragraph. 

(d) The Board may provide for meet-
ings by telephone, or other means of 
communication and any vote cast at 
such a meeting shall be confirmed 

promptly in writing: Provided, That if 
any assembled meeting is held, all 
votes shall be cast in person.

§ 984.46 Research and development. 
The Board, with the approval of the 

Secretary, may establish or provide for 
the establishment of production re-
search, marketing research and devel-
opment projects, and marketing pro-
motion, including paid advertising, de-
signed to assist, improve, or promote 
the marketing, distribution, and con-
sumption or efficient production of 
walnuts. The expenses of such projects 
shall be paid from funds collected pur-
suant to § 984.69 and § 984.70.

MARKETING POLICY 

§ 984.48 Marketing estimates and rec-
ommendations. 

(a) Each marketing year the Board 
shall hold a meeting, prior to October 
20, for the purpose of recommending to 
the Secretary a marketing policy for 
such year. Each year such rec-
ommendation shall be adopted by the 
affirmative vote of at least 60% of the 
Board and shall include the following, 
and where applicable, on a 
kernelweight basis: 

(1) Its estimate of the orchard-run 
production in the area of production 
for the marketing year; 

(2) The Board’s estimate of the han-
dler inventory on September 1 of 
inshell and shelled walnuts; 

(3) Its estimate of the merchantable 
and substandard walnuts in the produc-
tion; 

(4) The Board’s estimate of the trade 
demand for such marketing year for 
shelled and inshell walnuts, taking 
into consideration trade inventory, im-
ports, prices, competing nut supplies, 
and other factors; 

(5) The Board’s recommendation for 
desirable handler inventory of inshell 
and shelled walnuts on August 31 of 
each marketing year; 

(6) Its recommendation as to the free 
and reserve percentages to be estab-
lished for walnuts; 
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
